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Save the Clock Tower!

For 90 years, the clock adorning Center School 
- an 1898 Seth Adams - dutifully recorded the time. 
However, improper maintenance of the clock led to 
worn out gears and bushings, and one of its black hands 
plummeted from the tower last year, putting the future of 
the clock in jeopardy. 

But many residents want to get the treasured 
Mattapoisett historical landmark ticking again. Ray 
Andrews - a Center School alumnus who helped wind 
the clock as a sixth grader decades ago - has come out in 
front to resuscitate this town gem. 

Mr. Andrews is putting out a call to restore the 
clock, but in a way that honors its history Although many 
options are on the table to restore the clock - including 
electrifying the dial and bell (which is estimated to cost 
$23,980 for a 20-year lifespan) - he hopes to restore the 
mechanics of the clock so it functions as it did in the past. 
The only change would be relocating the clock mechanism 
from the tower to a lower office space (adjacent to the 
music room) for easier maintenance, as well as accessible 
public viewing. "For the first time since 1898, it would be 
viewed by the public," he said. 

To achieve this end, Mr. Andrews has put 
together a small group of private residents who hope to 
keep clock restoration moving in time.

The Mattapoisett Historic Commission could 
take on the effort, he said, but a town designated body is 
subject to public bidding laws that would automatically 
give the lowest bidder a contract, he said. In that 
scenario, restoration would be subject to approval by 
the Mattapoisett School Committee, the Community 
Preservation Committee, and Mattapoisett residents at 
Town Meeting. With private funding, the restoration 
work would bypass some of these steps as Mr. Andrew's 
restoration endeavor already has been okayed by 
the Board of Selectmen and the Mattapoisett School 
Committee. No town meeting vote would be needed, he 
said, if all monies were privately raised. 

To ensure the receipt of the best contractor to 
restore the clock, Mr. Andrews is launching a major 
fundraising campaign. He described several options to fix 
the clock partially or completely, but he's hedging his bets 
on what he feels is the best option: a complete restoration 
with automatic windings, AM-PM programming, and 
de-leading for $67,950 by Balzer Family Clock Works of 
Freeport, Maine. This would include $5,000 to bring the 
clockworks down near the music room, and enclose it in 
plexiglass for viewing, he said. 

"This is the one we're pushing for. . . This would 
be a complete 'soup to nuts' turnkey operation. And it is 
not all restoration. The bushings and bearings would be 
replaced and everything repainted," he said. 

To help fund the restoration, he is asking Center 
School alumni to each contribute at least $1 to the cause. 
He estimates that 30,000 have gone through school since 
it opened in 1898, and hopes graduates old and new will 
donate $1 or more, and record their name and graduating 
year in a special donation book. 
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''We would need to raise $70,000 by the end of 
November. That goal would include contingencies, so if 
anything crops up unexpectedly, that money would be set 
aside,'' he said. 

Mr. Andrews stressed that "a dollar is something 
achievable even for kids in elementary school today," 
and even envisions recent alumni attending Old 
Hammondtown to contribute to the effort. However, he is 
hoping all ages will work together to restore the historical 
timepiece.

Sailing Program Enters Fifth Year

Five years into its existence, the Mattapoisett 
Community Sailing Program - which provides youth 
ages 6 through 15 opportunities to take advantage of 
the town's water access and learn the craft - has sailed 
beyond anyone's expectations. 

"It's been beyond anything we expected. 
It's pretty amazing," said Steve Mach, the town's 
Harbormaster who currently serves as President of the 
Mattapoisett Community Sailing Association, about the 
program's growing popularity. 

"Timing is everything. When the idea was 
originally suggested, it was not yet the right conditions. 
But five years ago, we had a very supportive Board of

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Selectmen, Waterfront Marine Committee who supported 
access to water, and a recreation program ready to take on 
a new program,'' he said. The idea was to give children a 
chance to develop sailing skills and further connect them 
to Mattapoisett's greatest amenity: its water. 

The launch of the program occurred just after the 
town lost William (Billy) Mee, a fixture on the waterfront, 
who unexpectedly died in a car accident. ''Billy loved 
being on the water. It didn't matter who you were, he 
loved talking about boats," said Mr. Mach. Originally 
the idea floated to honor his memory with a bench at the 
dock, but the idea emerged to name the youth sailing 
program after him instead.

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thought it was a great idea/' he said. With only $350 
in funding, the program grew into a popular summer 
offering that last year served 98 students from the Tri- 
Town and Mattapoisett Yacht Club and is expected to 
grow this year. In 2008, it launched a similar program 
providing instruction for adults. 

In addition, Mr. Mach said the association is 
responsible for the Old Rochester Regional High School 
Sailing Program, which allows high school students to 
participate in sailing competitions. 

The program expands bit by bit each year, and 
this summer is no exception. Mr. Mach said that this 
summer, a new program would offer sessions for high 
school freshmen, with the hope of giving them experience 
to later participate on the high school's sailing team. Also, 
the Mattapoisett Yacht Club is giving older youth a chance 
to complete with 420 Class Dinghies each week. 

Mr. Mach noted that the youth program 
remains open to enrollment, with morning sessions for 
the youngest sailors and afternoon sessions for older 
kids. Financial assistance is available to cover the $365 
cost of the two-week program (which runs three times 
throughout the summer). Mr. Mach pointed out that 
annual fundraisers, include a gala and golf tournament, 
help lower the cost by covering insurance expenses, and 
the tuition only supports the cost to hire instructors. 

In the meantime, Mr. Mach said he is looking 
forward to another season on the water. For more 
information on the programs and the Mattapoisett 
Community Sailing Association, visit www.MattSail.org.

to-house inspection program that will collect data on 
how excess water is entering the sanitary sewer system. 
The Town of Marion Department of Public Works held 
the public hearing to explain the ongoing issue with 
infiltration and inflow (I /I) in the town's sewer system. 

Storm water is entering the sewer system and is 
being treated unnecessarily at a high cost to the town and 
putting excess wear and tear on the wastewater treatment 
infrastructure, according to the DPW. It was estimated 
that in 2010, it cost the town $90,000 to treat water 
resulting from rainstorms. 

Another concern is that the town is close to 
exceeding the permitted amount of water allowed to be 
processed at the treatment plant, as determined by the 
Environmental Protection Agency. It was noted that if the 
current level of water being treated continued, the town 
would be in violation of their permit and might be forced 
to consider upgrading the treatment facility. 

The meeting featured consulting engineers 
Shawn Syde and Robert Otoski of Camp Dresser and 
McKee, Inc. (CDM) who presented a PowerPoint slide 
show of how the sewer system works and what happens 
when too much water enters the system. 

One graph showed the dramatic increase of 
water treated at the plant after two major storms in 
February and March of 2010, indicating that rain water 
was entering the sewer system and sent to be processed at 
the water treatment plant. It was noted that sump pumps

could be the principle problem if they discharge into the 
household sewer system via a basement washtub or drain 
instead of being directed outside to a storm drain, which 
carries the water into Sippican Harbor and Aucoot Cove. 

" K sump pump can discharge 77,000 gallons of 
water if it runs 24 hours,'' said Mr. Syde. ''If it runs four 
hours a day, or 10 minutes per hour, it can discharge 
13,000 gallons of water in a day," he said. Mr. Syde also 
said that it rains approximately 52 times a year. 

Other ways rainwater enters the sanitary sewer 
system is through old clay and metal cracked pipes with 
multiple weak joints, which leak water from the storm 
drain into the sewer system. 

The plan includes inspecting the 593 lots in the 
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village, which contain 520 buildings. 
The town plans to go house to house in the village area 
to inspect the basement and outside of each house for 
any flow of storm water that might be directed into the 
sanitary sewer system instead of the storm drains on the 
street, where the storm water should be draining. The 
focus is on "internal and external plumbing," said Mr. 
Syde. 

The inspection team will consist of two women, 
with identification badges, who will knock on each 
homeowner's door, present an authorization letter with 
the town seal on it and ask permission to walk around 
the property and enter the basement. They will look at 
pipes, roof downspouts, yard drains, catch basins, sump 
pump drainage, basement window wells, air conditioning 
drainage and other places where water might be directed 
to either the internal sewer system or the storm drains on 
the street. 

The inspectors will not enter the home itself. 
The inspections will begin in June and go through July 
Inspections are expected to take 15 to 20 minutes and can 
be arranged on Saturdays if the homeowner cannot be at 
the home during the week. Homeowners will be notified 
prior to the inspections via a town mailing. 

The Marion Police Department plans to be 
involved in cases where residents may be cautious in 
permitting the inspectors into their homes, by assuring 
homeowners of the identity of the inspectors and possibly 
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being on site during the inspection, if needed, they said. 

The private I /I inspections are part of a broader 
plan, which includes repaying sidewalks, planting trees 
and paving streets, but the April 20 meeting's focus was 
on the house-to-house inspection portion of the program. 
"We're working from the bottom up,'' said Mr. Syde, "we 
want to remedy the sewer and storm drain issues, work 
with the gas company and work up to the sidewalk and 
paving issues. We want to do it in the right order."

The Board also granted a common victualler 
license to Old Rochester Little League (ORLL) for a 
concession stand that will operate seasonally for games 
at Old Hammondtown.

expansion work at the Rochester Memorial School. He 
said that the project was on schedule and that in-ground 
oil tanks that had been installed at the school "many, 
many years ago" had been removed "and there are no 
issues". 

In a budget update for Fiscal Year 2012, Mr. 
LaCamera said that both union and non-union workers 
will likely see a two percent raise, but $126,000 still had to 
be cut from the budget in varying areas. "It's a very, very 
challenging year," he said. "We squeaked through." 

The Board received two applications for planning 
board vacancies.

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agreement. ''He's a big dog and he's aggressive." 

Kimberly Froh represented her family in 
defending Bow. She explained that the dog had only 
been staying at the house since November 2010, and that 
the dog was managing to escape the property because 
a garage door was occasionally left open in the warmer 
weather. "We're aware of the situation," she said. "We've 
been in touch with some dog behaviorists." 

Upon a motion from Selectman Parker, the Board 
voted to issue a restraining order on the dog, mandating 
that Bow must be on a leash or restrained on the Froh 
property at all times. 

"Keep the dog restrained," said Chairman Morse. 
"If you don't the ACO will be notified. . . No sneaking 
off." 

A second public hearing concerning the purchase 
of property off Wolf Island Road could not be conducted 
because representatives of the Board of Health (BOH) 
did not appear at the meeting. The BOH members had 
been invited to speak to the selectmen about potential 
liabilities that the town could face in using a $20,506 
grant to acquire the 10.7-acre parcel.

In his presentation to the Board, Mr. Gaffey 
said the committee felt combining fire and EMS w^ould 
be beneficial to both departments and w^ould improve 
response time, especially during the first shift v\^orkday, 
Monday through Friday, w^hen most on-call volunteers 
are aw^ay at w^ork. In addition to expanding the pool 
of volunteers through combining the departments, the 
committee also recommended staffing the fire department 
through the v\^orkvv^eek w^ith one or tw^o full-time 
employees. 

All of the emergency services department heads 
present - EMS Director Jeff Habicht, Police Chief Lincoln 
Miller and Fire Chief Thomas Joyce - reiterated the 
opinion that the combining of departments could benefit 
Marion. Chief Joyce particularly spoke to the necessity 
and feasibility of hiring one or tv\^o employees. 

"One of the issues of tremendous concern w^as 
availability of personnel to respond during the day,'' 
said Chief Joyce. "[Few^er] safety personnel are actually 
residing in the community. . . we were seeing a reduction 
of the number of people responding to calls," he said. 
Chief Joyce said that the slow^er response time w^as being 
seen in both the volunteer fire and EMS departments, 
and that combining the departments, along v\^ith hiring 
one or tw^o employees, w^ould be beneficial to the town. 
Moreover, Chief Joyce did not think that the tow^n w^ould 
be overly burdened w^ith the cost of paying daytime staff. 
He cited several ways that a full-time employee would

equate to cost savings - including reducing the need for 
mutual aid from neighboring towns - and he estimated 
the cost for staffing to be about $18,000 over current 
budget. Chairman Blanchette said that, if the full-time 
staffer(s) were charged with completing fire inspections, 
that could save the town up to an additional $6,000 a year 
as well. 

"I did not consider that," said Chief Joyce. 
Ex-officio fire department study committee 
member Selectman Henry was not supportive of making 
the proposed staff members also complete inspections. 
"To me, inspections would take away form the main 
purpose of the people," he said. "I just want to stick to 
the theme - there has to be an enhancement of response 
time." 

These proposed changes would likely coincide 
with Mr. Habicht's resignation from his position, which 
will be effective June 30, Mr. Gaffey said. 

"I guess the bottom line is: this is a political 
decision," said Chief Joyce, referring to the decision 
that the Board would have to make in regards to EMS's 
future. Such a decision would be made by the Selectmen 
and would not be determined at town meeting. Chairman 
Blanchette confirmed. 

Several volunteer EMS workers - including long- 
time volunteer and former director Dale Jones - were 
present to express their disapproval of the department 
combining and staffing changes. They urged the Board

to continue with the current method of on-call, volunteer 
response, and cited different statistics that indicated 
Marion's response time was excellent. 

"Statistically, I can show you we are making all 
our calls,'' said Mr. Jones. "We're doing a very good job." 
In his plea to the selectmen, Mr. Jones said that calls for 
mutual aid were "very, very rare" and expressed concern 
for "abandoning current volunteers". 

EMS volunteer Cornelia Dougall concurred with 
Mr. Jones' beliefs, saying that the changes would be "a 
degradation of the volunteer system" and would, by 
her estimate, cost the town closer to $120,000 a year for 
covering the first shift of the workweek alone. "That's 
practically our entire EMS budget," she said, adding: "If 
I need an ambulance, I would rather have someone who 
likes what they are doing instead [of a paid employee]." 
Ms. Dougall refuted the slow response time claim, and 
said that the volunteers themselves were often providing 
mutual aid to neighboring towns, too. 

"We're not jumping into this without a lot of 
thought," said Chairman Blanchette, who told the public 
that the Board would raise the topic again at a meeting in 
two to four weeks and take action then. 

Under their action items, the Board: 

• Approved a one-day, wine and malt license to 
Eastern Bank for an event at the Music Hall on May 17. 

• Approved a request of Tabor Academy to close

At their April 26 meeting, the Rochester Planning 
Board formally voiced their support for keeping the 
Historic District Commission (HDC) in place, and plan to 
echo this endorsement at Town Meeting when residents 
will consider a warrant article to abolish the 12-year old 
commission next month. 

A warrant article to abolish the district originally 
was submitted by town resident Tom Skrutski last spring, 
but was tabled when the state Attorney General's office 
said that a report must be filed with the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission (MHC) discussing the merits 
of the district with related public hearings prior to 
dissolution. Nearly one year later, the report is complete 
and ready for submittal after extensive input from the 
MHC, according to HDC Chairman Debi Ladd, who 
spoke at the April 26 meeting. 

"We have worked diligently on this project, and 
wanted to make sure the report was accurate," Ms. Ladd 
told the board. However, she noted that no town in the 
state has abolished a historic district before, and the 
unprecedented nature of the citizen's petition has lead to 
some confusion that has stalled the process. 

"The mandate has been cloudy on what needs to 
be done," she said, and Town Counsel Blair Bailey noted 
that although state law has provisions for a reduction in a 
historic district, it does not have a procedure to eliminate 
one. Under these provisions, a 60-day waiting period

is required after submission of the final report before 
mandated public hearings can take place. With that in 
mind, Ms. Ladd said she felt a Town Meeting vote may 
be considered illegal because there is insufficient time to 
follow these procedures. 

Atty. Bailey, however, stated his legal opinion 
that the warrant article should be voted on anyway given 
that a year has passed since the tabling of the original 
petition. ''We can only wait for so long,'' he said, noting 
that the town needs to allow a citizen's petition to be 
heard. "We're stuck between a rock and a hard place, and 
if there is a question of validity of the vote [after the fact], 
we'll have to take direction from the Attorney General," 
he said. 

Ms. Ladd said she supports the public's right 
to vote on the matter, but stressed that the commission 
has worked hard to preserve town history by keeping 
buildings congruent with the character of Rochester. She 
also said that residents in the district rarely have issues 
working with the district. "I want to see us preserve our 
valuable resources. Once it is gone, it is gone forever," she 
said. 

Board members individually and as a group 
voiced strong support for keeping the district. "Having a 
historic district is a valuable tool in helping maintain the 
character of the community," weighed in Town Planner 
John Charbonneau. Planning Board Chairman Arnold 
Johnson also expressed his belief that such a district is "an 
integral part of town" and would be especially valuable 
in the future when the board puts forward bylaws for a 
new village overlay district. Board member Gary Florindo 
added that many tracts of land remain undeveloped in 
the town center, and a district would ensure that new 
development suits the character of Rochester. 

In an unrelated development, a scheduled public

hearing for a proposed asphalt plant off Kings Highway 
in Northeastern Rochester was continued until May 
10. Shortly before the meeting, applicant Edgewood 
Development requested an extension in a letter due to 
"a medical situation beyond [its] control" and none of its 
representatives attended the meeting. 

In the letter, Edgewood Development's Tim 
Higgins granted an extension to allow the Planning 
Board an additional month to render a decision, thereby 
extending the deadline to May 30. 

Several abutters were present at the meeting, as 
well as abutter legal representative Benjamin Tymann 
of Mintz Levin who had brought in two experts on the 
application. He requested the board to allow his experts 
to present testimony, but Chairman Johnson denied the 
request due to the applicant's absence. 

Atty. Bailey also recommended against allowing 
the testimony due to the absence of board member Susan 
Peterson. Complicating matters is that Bendrix Bailey 
was voted off the board by James Moraux at April 13, 
narrowing the number of members who could vote. The

Rochester Board of Selectmen had voted on April 25 to 
appoint him to one of two seats on the board, but at the 
Planning Board meeting Atty. Bailey announced that this, 
in fact, was done improperly and that a joint meeting 
between the Selectmen and the board is required for an 
appointment. Mr. Bailey was present at the meeting, but 
for this reason the board could not appoint him - leaving 
only three voting members on the board. 

Under state law, a board member can only miss 
one public hearing related to a site plan application to 
vote. Mr. Bailey already has missed one meeting, and if 
the applicant Edgewood Development had participated 
at the hearing, he would have officially missed another 
meeting, losing his right to vote.

porch at 4 Island View Avenue. Pat Brophy presented the 
plan for the homeowner. Member Peter Newton asked 
about the excavation and plans to store materials on site. 

"We're going in with a mini excavator/' Mr. 
Brophy said. Mr. Newton asked if they expected to 
encounter water and Mr. Brophy explained they were 
only going down four feet and did not expect to encounter 
water at that depth. 

"We're definitely going to need a silt fence/' said 
Chairman Macallister, who sketched a line representing 
hay bales and a silt fence on the plan provided by Mr.

The next public hearing was for a Notice of Intent

thick in there to do anything/' but member Nicolosi said 
he had taken some samples and found sandy gravel so 
only the upper layer of soil will need to be removed. 

Member O'Dowd expressed concern that there 
will be multiple disturbances to fill the lot and then to 
build the house, but the most serious concern was the 
amount of riverfront that will be disturbed. Member 
Nicolosi read several conditions in a letter from the 
Department of Environmental Protection. At issue is the 
amount of riverfront to be disturbed and whether the lot 
is grandfathered from the requirements cited by the DEP. 

The meeting was continued to May 23 to give 
the applicant time to explore running the utilities from 
the back of the lot to minimize impact to the wetland 
area and to research the status of the lot and determine 
whether it is grandfathered. 

The Commission opened discussion of an NOT 
by Jeffrey and Mary Overocker to demolish and rebuild a 
single-family home at 8 Creek Street. Al Ewing opened by 
saying, "The whole site is in a buffer zone.'' The project is 
for a 33 by 32-foot house with a full foundation and two 
stories above.

submitted for two years, but the board formally voted 
to allow the revised submission as part of the settlement 
process. 

The Marion Planning Board members indicated 
at their April 25 meeting that they soon would approve 
a larger Cumberland Farms with added pumps at their 
next meeting on May 9. Some minor questions require 
hammering out before the board formally endorses the 
site plan and three Special Permits related to setbacks, 
square footage and a parking spot reduction next month. 
One issue regards an Approval Not Required (ANR) 
plan filed by Cumberland Farms that would essentially 
freeze the current zoning in case any bylaw changes put 
them out of compliance. The board opted to consult Town 
Counsel Jon Witten on the matter and come back with a 
decision on May 9, but no one expected any trouble with 
the request. 

The board also needed to consult Atty. Witten 
about the possible requirement for Cumberland Farms 
to file an additional Special Permit to install a new 
underground tank. 

Representing the applicant, Doug Troyer 
of Marcus, Errico, Emmer and Brooks, consulting 
engineer Jack O'Leary and Cumberland Farms Planning 
Department Manager Manny Paiva described the revised 
proposal and addressed concerns brought to light 
through a peer engineering review conducted for the 
town. 

The convenience store would include a 3,542 
square foot ground floor to house the convenience shop 
and a 2,372 square foot second floor that would house 
maintenance units accessible by stairs only to store 
employees.

Planning Board Chairman Jay Ryder also noted 
that Cumberland Farms will spend $80,000 to replace 
140 feet of sewer pipe on Front Street, and Mr. Paiva said 
that the company will fix pipes sloping backwards that 
constrict flow, in addition to constructing more catch 
basins to collect runoff. 

Mr. Troy also took time to address his calculations 
showing that the expanded store would lead to a 75 
percent increase in tax revenue for the town - specifically 
he said the current $530,000 assessed value would rise 
to $932,000 following construction of the new gas station 
and store. 

Abutter George Barrett, who owns residential 
property at 412 and 416 Wareham Road, was in 
attendance to hear more details about a change in curb 
cuts that placed the driveway closer to his property. In 
his own comments, he asked the applicant to consider the 
noise impact, and perhaps add a noise attenuation fence 
to reduce it. 

''Whatever could be done would be appreciated,'' 
he said. Also, Mr. Barrett described existing swales but 
Mr. Paiva said the property would be graded differently 
to direct stormwater to the opposite side of the property. 

After the presentation, the board took time to 
thank Cumberland Farms for its patience nearly one year 
after it submitted its original site plan application for a 
new store.

wrap this up in two weeks.'' 

In other news, the board continued another 
hearing on the Neighborhood Overlay District bylaw that 
is up for vote at the May Town Meeting. As in previous 
hearings, Mr. Magauran defended the bylaw and concern 
by the Board of Selectmen and some members of the 
public that it would raise density and put more strain on 
the town water and sewer system. 

'There is nothing in this bylaw that binds the 
town into having to get additional capacity," he said. 
"This is a proposal for the long term. Any application that 
comes in will be in light of what's there." 

Mr. Magauran also said that the bylaw would 
help prevent strip malls that "serve no one but the 
developer and look [bad]." The bylaw would "prevent 
sprawl, prevent strip malls, and serve the needs of town 
of Marion. It is really a toolset to give more range of 
motion to shape projects coming in," he said. 

As in a previous hearing, resident Carol Sanz 
questioned how the bylaw would prevent strip mall 
development. "Don't they have leg to stand on with free 
enterprise?" she asked. 

Mr. Magauran said the bylaw would allow more 
flexible development with mixed uses and reduced 
setbacks. "This gives us greater flexibility... [it] gives us 
opportunity to give them a carrot [during site plan review 
process]," he said.

no because they will still take you to court and here we go 
again/' Ms. Sanz said. 

Annie and John Rockwell again took the floor to 
state their concerns, and accused the board of presenting 
inaccurate facts about densities around town. 

'This proposal will cannibalize the village. . . 
It's dangerous to give the board this much power," Mr. 
Rockwell said. 

Mr. Magauran responded that he found it "utterly 
offensive" that Mr. Rockwell - a former board member - 
would accuse the board of misrepresenting the facts. Mr. 
Rockwell, he said, "is directly responsible for majority 
of people being on this board due to the abuse of power 
taken place in the past. This is disingenuous effort to 
[block the bylaw]." Board members Steve Gonsalves, 
Joseph Napoli, and Mr. Briggs all vocally agreed with that 
statement. 

After a short contentious discussion, the board 
discussed methods to present the public with maps of 
the proposed NOD district.

To the Editor: 

This letter is in response to the proposal 
presented at the selectmen's meeting recommending 
that the Fire Department take over the running and 
management of Marion Emergency Medical Service 
(EMS). Not only would the department be supervised by 
the Fire Chief but the proposal also calls for the hiring 
of two full-time personnel, (one firefighter /EMT and 
one firefighter/paramedic) at an estimated cost of over 
$150,000 per year. 

As a member of Marion EMS, I take this 



proposed action as an insult to both me and the other 
members of Marion EMS. I am one of the three remaining 
original members of Marion EMS who have been with 
the organization since its inception 34 years ago. The 
resignation on July 1 of our current director does not 
necessitate the need for the Fire Department to take 
over. We have other qualified people who could quite 
adequately manage this job. The Marion EMS is currently 
a paid-volunteer organization. We have run this town 
department for 34 years and feel that we have served the 
town well. Our cost to the town has risen from $60,000 
in 2001 to $120,000 in 2011 for 19 EMTs and paramedics 
providing the services of two ambulances. Presently, we 
have five paramedics with two more expected to join

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us soon. Our exceptional paramedic staff continues to 
expand and our experienced EMTs are well trained with 
valuable skills. 

As a Marion taxpayer, I find the proposed action 
quite unnecessary. We provide ambulance transportation 
an average of 440 times per year. Last year, 51 of the 440 
ambulance transports were mutual-aid requests from 
neighboring towns. The average comes out to a little 
over one run per day. Adding full-time personnel at an 
estimated cost of $150,000 for 1.2 runs per day (on a 24- 
hour basis) will more than double the cost of ambulance 
service. We have 19 volunteers who have been able 
to provide these services for many years without the 
excessive costs. 

I appreciate the fact that the Fire Chief needs 
more help. However, I strongly object to what will result 



in the demoralization and deterioration of Marion EMS 
as it exists today. Taking over the ambulance service with 
full-time employees would create an ever increasing cost 
to Marion taxpayers. 

We have managed to keep our expenses at a 
minimum for years and now this new proposal can only 
lead to overwhelming costs. 

It would be a terrible shame to ruin the quality of 
care that we now enjoy. We have been so very fortunate 
to have had such qualified and dedicated people running 
our ambulance service for so many years.

God in the SouthCoast 

Church: Community Baptist 
Church, Marion, MA 

Size of Congregation: 20 
people 

Minister: Rev. Diane Badger 
History: Just south of the 
1-195 exit, a small white 
church - formerly a school 
and grange - is now the home

of the Community Baptist Church of Marion. The 
church began in 1994 in Wareham, and moved to the 
Front Street location about 12 years ago. The small 
congregation has been served by three reverends since 
1994, with Rev. Badger taking the pulpit two and a half 
years ago. Some of the members are part of the original 
group who founded the ministry 
in Wareham, including Julius 
Brito, a local businessman. 

The Baptist church is the 
only one in the Tri-Town, 
and is autonomous, although 
associated with the American 
Baptist Churches - USA. 

Beliefs: "We believe in the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. We are 
called to live out God's word in 
this world, be in this world and 
of the world," explained Rev. 
Badge. Congregants believe in 
the tenements of faith, including 
baptism, tithing, authority of 
scripture, and the power of the 
Holy Spirit. She said that the 
church also strongly believes 
in the separation of church and 
state. 

About the Congregation: The pamphlet describes 
the church as a "friendly, easy going congregation" 
- and with only 20 members, any newcomer is 
immediately identified and welcomed to the service. 
On one particular Sunday service - Palm Sunday - the 
congregation danced with palms to a rhythmic song 
exclaiming "Hosanna!" blasting from an iPod player. 
During the service, one congregant accompanied a 
hymnal with his alto saxophone. As is common in 
Baptist services, jazz music, blues and contemporary 
Christian music inspire the churchgoers. 

The extended meet-and-greet during the beginning 
of the service showed an easy familiarity between 




members. After acknowledging individuals' hopes 
and concerns - including thoughts of military abroad 
and a celebration of one couple's 34th anniversary - 
Rev. Badger launched into a sermon on the meaning 
of Palm Sunday. Commenting that she doesn't want 
to "shepherd CliffsNotes Christians," she noted the 
trend in churches to condense the holy week events 
into one service (called The Passion), and her belief 
that the events of the holy week should be individually 
embraced. (Indeed, later that week the church 
hosted a special dinner with candles and readings to 
acknowledge and recount the Last Supper). She then 
launched into a colorful account of Palm Sunday and 
Jesus riding his colt into Jerusalem with his followers 
waving palm leaves that she said acknowledged his 
"authority" - but not power. Rev. Badger described faith 
in God as "the journey from the question mark to the 
exclamation point." 

The church mostly 
included older couples, 
although one family was in 
their midst. Bob and Linda Jope 
bring their two children, the 
only youngsters in the church, 
and Rev. Badger said the whole 
congregation treats the 12 and 
10 year olds like their own. The 
New Bedford family discovered 
the church after seeking a 
religious home. Mr. Jope said 
that the friendliness and close- 
knit feel of the community 
attracted them six years ago and 
they have been active members 
since. 

Rev. Badger - a former nonprofit 
manager-turned-reverend - 
described the philanthropy 
work at the heart of the church: 
including their participation in the Walk for Hunger next 
week in Wareham, a penny drive to support a Wareham 
nonprofit that dispenses baby supplies to families in 
need, lunch money for Rochester Memorial School low- 
income children on field trip days, support to a women's 
shelter in New Bedford, and used books proceeds that 
are funneled toward missionary work. Last year, the 
church raised $7,000 for these causes. She described its 
engagement in the community as an important aspect of 
church life.

Metropolis

Public Speaking, Starring Fran Lebowitz. Directed by 
Martin Scorsese. Running time: 82 minutes. No MPAA 
rating. 

One New York City icon gives the floor to another 
in Public Speaking, an HBO film scheduled to show at the 
Cable Car Cinema in Providence starting April 29. We may 
forget that Martin Scorsese, aside from directing some of 
America's first-rank narrative films of the last forty years, 
has spent almost as much time making documentaries. 
His latest is a showcase for Fran Lebowitz, a writer most 
famous these days for not writing. After publishing two well- 
received collections of humor essays, 1979's Metropolitan 
Life and 198 1's Social Studies, Lebowitz fell mostly silent. 
She still files the occasional article, and in 1994 she wrote a 
children's book, but the novel she contracted for years ago 
has yet to materialize. 

In other ways, Lebowitz has been far from silent. 
She makes her living by giving campus lectures, a vocation 
that appeals to her more than writing does. Why would 
colleges pay a woman who hasn't written much of note in 
thirty years to speak to students too young to know who 
she is? Because she's funny. Always has been and, from the 
sound of it, always will be. In Public Speaking, Scorsese 
sits across from Lebowitz at a booth at the Waverly Inn, and 
Lebowitz talks and talks. If she never wrote another word but 
instead sat for a filmed interview every year or so, holding 
forth on society's latest absurdities, society might not be so 
absurd — but then what would she have to talk about? 

Of course, part of Lebowitz' lament is that 
there's no room for the intellectual in popular culture any 
more. Scorsese shows us vintage TV clips of, on separate 
occasions, James Baldwin and Gore Vidal both debating 
William F. Buckley. Now, I'm not Buckley's biggest fan, 
but as a conservative voice he was far more eloquent than, 
say, Glenn Beck or Sean Hannity, which is what we get now. 
And certainly nobody given significant airtime on today's 
TV is near the level of a Baldwin or a Vidal — or a Lebowitz 
(though appreciators of wit like Letterman and Conan will

gladly have her on). 
Lebowitz opines 
that everything 
went downhill 
when all the best 
and brightest 
gay artists and 
audiences fell to 
AIDS in the '80s. 
Now standards have 
fallen because the 
tough, demanding ^ 
audience for 
tough, demanding i 
work gets smaller 
every year, and 
mediocrity is not 
only rewarded but 
lionized. Take a 
look at any week's 
New York Times 
bestseller list and 
it's hard to argue Lebowitz' point. 

Lebowitz is a loner who spends a lot of time 
observing and judging. As if to underscore this, Scorsese 
films Lebowitz driving her cherished 1979 Checker cab, in 
footage that echoes an earlier clip from Scorsese's own Taxi 
Driver. Lebowitz briefly worked driving a cab herself when 
she first got to New York; the weird but somehow appealing 
implication is that the only difference between Lebowitz 
and Travis Bickle was that she was female, Jewish, gay, and 
witty. She wrote pithy observations; he stockpiled guns and 
went on a rampage. Both tried to make sense of what they 
saw around them, but whereas Travis was sickened by the 
"scum" on the streets, Lebowitz these days bemoans the 
Disneyfication of the once-scuzzy Times Square. 

In Scorsese's hands, the film, propelled along by 
Lebowitz' voice, becomes a wistful tribute to the New York 
City of the '70s — perhaps the only place at the only time 
in American history that could have embraced artists as 
disparate as Scorsese and Lebowitz. The culture there, and 
everywhere else, is too vanilla now to support a Taxi Driver 
or a Metropolitan Life. But Scorsese is still directing, of 
course, and Lebowitz is still talking, if not writing, and the 
film by its very existence offers some solace.
